.Mystery Explained Afte

It was aearlv half a centu 


the 10th of April, 1846, that 
was murdered at No. 41 Tl 
in,!jew York. The only inte 
to the tragedy more than 
other homicidal happenings in New York 
"which have marked its history with blood 
red letter days, was tne fact that the per- 
petrator of the crime was never brought 
to justice, and the -circumstances were 
such as to give tiM case a permanent 
place among the unsolved murder mys- 
teries of the metropolis. 


After a lapse of forty-three years. The 


Star of Wednesday last, under the head ot 
"Light on a Murder Mysteryj" gave the 
public a briel statement to the effect that 
Mr. D. B. Sanford, a prominent citizen 
and member of the Board of Education of 
Bayonne, N. J., had disclosed the name 
ot the murderer, and that the crime was 
committed by one Richard P. Robinson, 
alias Frank "Rivers, who at the time was 
a member of the old Columbia Engine 
Company No. 14. with which! Mr. Sand- 
ford was also connected in 1841. 


A reporter called on Mr. Sandford at 


his home in Bayonne, and froii the lips 
of that gentleman received full corrobo- 
ration of the statement, together with de- 
tails of the affair. On the morning after 
the murder, Mr. Sandford saye, he was 
passing along Thomas street, ind saw a 
crowd in front of No. 41. He stopped to 
inquire the cause, and then for the first 
time heard that Ellen Jewett had been 
killed the night before. Bi 111 larrington, 
a boss butcher in Washington Market, 
went into the house and saw the dead 
body. The police were active in tbeir 
efforts to discover the perpetrator, and 
SOOD after, probably the next day, Robin- 
son, alias Rivers, was arrested and charged 
with the commission of the crime. When 
the case came to trial female inmates of 
the house swore positively i that Ellen 
Jewett had been Robinson's mi stress; that 
he had been with her on the night ot the 
murder; that they had been heard quar- 
reling, and that after he left she was found 
dead in her room. Robinson was defe^id- 
ed by Ogden Hofiman, one of the ablest 
criminal lawyers ot the day, who after- 
ward died of cholera during the epidemic 
of 1849. The defense established an alibi 
on the testimony of reputable witnesses 
which outweighed that of the iFomen. of 
the house, and the jury brought in a ver- 
dict of acquittal. Shortly after Robinson 
left the town. 


Some time after the trial, foiir or five 


months, Mr Sanforcl though;, he was 
discussing! the case with an ac<] uaintance 
of his, who was also a friend of Robin- 
son's, one Caarles Fountain, who then 
lived at No. 141 Sullivan street. He told

Poor thing! The deserted wife of a 


low-born adventurer talking about the 
advantages of her position! Her sub- 
sequent letters to her father, scolding, 
insolent harangues, flaunt in his averted 
lace the rank and title ot her acquaint- 
ances; so that now, locked at from this 
distance of time and space, when all con 
cerned are dead and buried and forgot- 
ten, it reminds one of nothing so much 
as the vagaries of a wretched lunatic in 
her coiner of a mad-house, waving about 
her few gaudy rags, and crying, "See if I 
am not the Queen of Sheba."

?he Benapartes are all alike, very affec- 
ionate in words, but without the least 
ntention cf parting with a farthing. 


The letters from the boy are suggestive. 


When he is 15 and she is 35, he says: 


JIamma gees out nearly every night to 


i paity or a ball. She saysrshe looks full 
.en years younger than she is, and if she 
lad not so large a son she could pass for 
25 years old. See has a dancing-master, 
nd takes three lessons a week, and has: 
lone so for the last six months; is every 
lay astonished at the progress she mabes, 
and is fully determined to dance next 
winter. . . . I had never any idea of 
pending my .life on the continent; on. the 
jontrary, as soon as my education is fin- 
shed; which will not take me over twa 
years longer, I shall hasten over to Amer- 
ca, which 1 have regretted ever since I 
eft it. 


Madame Bonaparle set her heart on 


marrying her son to bis cousin, the daugh- 
er of cToseph Bonaparte, and loo» ed upon 
any one who opposed it as "an idiot and 
an enemy."

The son disappointed all his vain 
mother's vain hopes, and married a Bal- 
timore girl. She was a Miss Williams, 
but her name is not given in the book. 
It is easy to imagine the mother's rage 
and the terrible expression or it she visit- 
ed upon her poor lather. The most viru- 
lent of these letters were suppressed 
when the book was printed, but have 
since been published in this paper, . as 
will be hereafter mentioned. Even in 
the book we are favored with a few choice 
specimens. Here is one, with only one 
word held back,—one cannot help won- 
dering what the adjective could have 
been which the editor does not! dare to 
print:

Cheshire Cheese Making. 


Thejre is a vat vessel with a false bot- 


tom for hojt water or cold to regulate the 
temperature of the milk, placed in a con- 
venient room close to the other offices, 
and not far from the cow-hdnse. 
To- 


night's milk is put into the vat and cool- 
ed down to 62 degrees. In the morning 
it is skimmed, the morning milk added, 
and the cream returned; the rennet and 
coloring matter added. It is then mixed 
well together, and the dairymsid goes to 
breakfast. 
The cheese comes and the 


temperature is raised to 100 degrees. 
After breaking down the whey it is drawn 
off in cisterns. As soon as the cheese is 
dry it is ground in a mill, salted, and put 
into the round vat or shapes, which are 
placed in the chosen oven, and kept at a 
temperature of 70 degrees. 


A Cheshire cheese frequently weighs! a 


hundred weight. A chces of half the 
weighs is n»w becoming popular.

remedy for the sting of insects are those 
which instantly neutralize the poison de- 
posited in the skin. 
These are either 


ammonia or borax. 
The alkehne reac- 


tion of borax is scarcely yet sufficiently 
appreciated. 
Its good qualities will be 


known and more universally valued than 
ammonia." The solution of borax for in- 
sect bites is made thus: 
Dissolve one 


ounce of borax in one pint of water that 
has been boiled and allowed to cool. In- 
stead of plain water, distilled rose water 
or orange flower water is more plefttant 
The bites are to be dabbed'with the solu- 
tion so long as there is any irritation. 
For bees' or wasps' stings the borax so- 
lution may be made twice the above 
strength. In every farm house this so- 
lution should be kept a household reme- 
dy.—8. Piesse.

Spice? Applea.—Eight pounds of ap- 


plea, pa^edaad quartered; fi>ur pounds 
sugar, cne quart vinegar, one ounce of 


ick c^namon, one-half ounce cloves. 


Boil the vinegar, sugar and spice togeth- 
er; put in the apples while boiling and 
let them remain until tender (about twen- 
ty minutes) ; then put the apples in a jar, 
boil down the syrup until thick and pour 
over them. 


Green Tomato Soy. — Slice two gallons 


of green tomatoes and twelve or fourteen 
good sized onions, two quarts of vinegar. 
one pound of sugar, two tablespoonfuls of 
salt, two of ground mustard, two of 
black pepper, one tablespoon of allspice 
and one ot cloves. Mix all and stew un- 
til tender, stirring often lest they should 
scorch. Put up in small jars." This is 
very nice for most every kind ot meat 
and fish. 


Cucumber Pickles. — Fill a two-gallon 


stone jar with very small cucumbers, and 
cover them with, boiling water and salt 
the second and third morning boil th 
brine and pour over again; the fourth 
take them out of the brine and put them 
in boiling water in which apiece of alum 
the size of an egg has been disolved : let 
them remain in this twenty-four hours; 
the fifth and sixth days cover with boil- 
ing vinegar, well spiced, and let them 
remain in this until used. 


Lemon Sirup. — Now that lemons are 


so cheap take a dozen, slice them thin 
with a knife, and proceed as follows: 
Put them in an earthenware pan, and 
cover them vdth ten; pounds of the best 
white powdered sugar; let them remain 
five hours; in that time the sugar will 
have extracted the juice; now add very 
clear water and enough to make it a thick 
sirup, and heat the whole in the earthen- 
ware pan, which must be a big one, un- 
til the sugar is all melted. In heating 
never bring it up to the boil or you will 
loose the delicate flavor. Strain and bot 
tie. Sirup made in this way will keep 
for a year. 


Squash Pie. — Summer squashes of any 


variety make excellent pie. In cooking 
these we prefer paring them to cooking 
them with the rind on. Cut them 
through, take out Ithe seeds, and with a 
sharp knife take off the thinnest possible 
rind. Boil until* tender, draw in a col- 
lander and mash through a sieve. Now 
prepare as you would if to be served as a 
vegetable, seasoning with salt, pepper 
and plenty of butter. Take equal quan- 
tities of the squash and rich milk, sweet- 
en and spice to taste. Add from two to 
four well beaten eggs, according to the 
size of the d sh. Line your dish with 
paste and bake in a moderate oven an 
hour if the pie be large and thick. 


Summer Care of Dairy Cows. 


The practise is too common among far- 


mers to allow their cows to run out day 
and night, however cold aud stormy the 
weather may be, from the day they are 
turned out in the spring until the first 
snow in the fall, and sometimes even 
later. Cows are subject to take cold from 
exposure to inclement weather, fully as 
much as men are, and these colds often 
so completely derange and weaken the 
whole system, that garget with all its 
evils as well as many other cow diseases, 
receive their starting point in this way. 
Cause and effect are, as a general rule, so 
far seperated Irom each other by inter- 
vening time, in cases of garget that .we 
fail to trace the connection between them. 
Yet of all the diseases or ailments to 
which the dairy cow is subjected, garget 
causes the greatest loss of the dairyman, 
is the most difficult to cure (murrain ex- 
copted,) and the most difficult to trace fx> 
its origin. Among the prolific causes of 
garget, the following may be named: 


First. Fast driving when the cow's bag 


is full of milk, causing internal injuries 
to the udder. 


Second. External injuries to the bag, 


such as thumps and bruises with sticks 
and stones. 


Third. Improper management in dry- 


ing the cows off at the close of the milk- 
ing season. 


Fourth 
Over-feeding with grain. 


Fifth. 
Changing the cow too sudden- 


ly from dry food to suqculent or milk- 
producing food and not giving the milk 
producing and milk secreting organs 
time to conform to the change of food. 


Last, bnt not least, a constant source 


from which garget arises is the cruel ex- 
posure of the cows to cold storms of 
rain or snow. A deep milker (and poor 
milkers are not often troubled with gar- 
get) during her greatest flow of mils is 
always very liable to attacks of garget 
whenever she takes cold. These attacks 
are often slight at first, but each succeed- 
ing one always cornea witn greater vio- 
lence than the one preceeding it until 
the cow is finally ruined. The dairyman 
whose cows are run the most from the 
pasture to the milking barn, have the 
most stones thrown at them on the way, 
are milked the most irregularly, are fed 
the greatest quantity of grain, 
are 


changed the most abruptly frem hay to 
grass, are most exposed Io cold storms, 
will have the most cases of garget; and 
I will add that be ought to have, for he 
fairly earns them.
